HON. M. JOAITE ! 


TlieChier Justice of the United States 
Dies At His Besideaee la Wash- 
Inirton This Momiiif« 


WASHINOTOM, March 28.—Chief Jus- 
tice Waite, of the Unit^ States su- 
preme ooort, died at his residence in 
this city, at 6:10 this morning. 


The chief justice was in his usual 
health, though exhausted by his recent 
severe labors until Saturday night, when 
on returning from Senator 
Hearsts, 
where, with his daughter, he attended a 
reception, he complained of a chill. 


This feeling passed off during the 
night, but he remained in bed through- 
out Sunday and until it was time for 
him to go to court Monday. 


Suffering then from malaria and a 
vague indisposition, he did not read his 
opinion in the telephone case, but sat 
through its reading and then returned 
to his home. 
He was wakeful Monday night and on 
uesday morning symptoms of acute 
bronchitis appeared, accompanied by 
insomnia and great reotlessness. 
His 
condition Tuesday was not alarming, 
but on Wednesday pneumonia shelved 
itself. During Thursday night he was 
comfortable and no particular alarm was 
felt, but at 6 o'clock this morning a 
failure of the heart's aqtion was ob- 
served, and at 6:10 he passed away. 


His daughter. Miss Mary P. Waite, 
and his son, Mr. C. 0. Waite, (vice- 
president of the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton railroad) were with him 
when he died. Doctors Caroline B. 
Winslow and Frank A. Gardner, were 
in attendance. 
Mrs. Waite left Wash- 
ington for California about a week ago 
and is supposed now to be Los Ange- 
les. 


HOKOBS TO THE DSAD OHIBF JUSTIOB. 
Arrangements for the funeral have 
not as yet been made. The chief jus- 
tice will be buried in Toledo, Ohio, 


The president is preparing an order 
closing ail the executive departments of 
the government on the day of Judge 
Waite's funeral. 


The supreme court and both houses 
of congress adjourned as a mark of re- 
spect to the memory of the deceased 
chief justice. 


Associate Justice Miller, senior mem- 
ber of the court, after leaving the resi- 
dence of the late chief justice, sent in- 
vitations to his fellow members to meet 
him at the consultation room of the 
court, where they all assembled at 11 
o'clock, remaining closeted together un- 
til noon. 
The leading members of the 
bar were present in the court room 
when the court assembled and the seats 
outside the railing were filled with spec- 
tators. The chair of the chief justice 
was simply draped with crape. 


When the court entered the chamber 
the marshal announced "the honorable 
Associate justice of the supreme court," 
varying the usual formula by the omis- 
sion of the title of the deceased. 
Jus- 
tice Miller, in a low broken voice, said: 
It is my painful duty to announce to 
the bar of this court that its honored 
chief ]iu3tice departed this life this morn- 
ing. This is not the occasion to make 
any extended observations on the sub- 
ject, which will be done in due time. 
The court will adjourn until *12 o'clock 
Monday, April 2." 


AIMOUNOBD AT THE WHITE HOUSB. 
The president was informed of the 
death of the chief justice by Colonel 
Lamont. The president was very much 
shocked at the intelligence. Quite an 
intimacy had sprung up between the 
two officials since the president's term 
began and later he has often been heard 
to express himself in terms of the high- 
est praise of the chief justice's charac- 
ter and ability. The president wrote a 
letter to Mrs. Waite expressing his deep 
sympathy for her in her sudden bereave- 
ment. 


THE PBBSIDBKT'S ANNOUNOBHBNT. 


The following official notice of the 
death of Chief Justice Waite has just 
been issued by the department of state: 


To the People of the United States : 
The painful duty devolves on the 
president to announce the death, at an 
early hour this morning, at his residence 
in this city, of Morrison B. Waite, chief 
justice of the United States, which ex- 
alted position he had filled since March 
4, 1874, with honor to himself and high 
usefulness to his country. 


In testimony of respect to the mem 
cry of the honored dead, it is ordered 
that the executive offices in Washing- 
ton be closed on the day of the funeral, 
and be draped in mourning for thirty 
d»y(i, aod that the sfttionfa fla(|f be dis- 


played at halftmast on the buildings and 
on all nf tional vessels on the day of the 
funeral"

THE SENATE AOTIOR. 


President Pro Tem Ingalls has ap- 
pointed Senators Sherman, Hoar, Wil- 
son (Iowa), Pugh and George as a com- 
mittee to represent the senate at the 
funeral of Chief Justice Waite. 


SENATOB EDICTTHD'S TBIBOTE. 
The communication from Mr. Justice 
Miller notifying the senate of the death 
of Chief Justice Waite being read, Mr. 
Edmunds rose and said: 


*<Mr. President—On the 21st of Janu- 
ary, 1874, Chief Justice Waite received 
his commission and took his seat as the 
presiding officer of that great tribunal, 
and 
for more than fourteen years, 
particularly 
in 
times 
of 
great 
excitement, and difficulty, and struggle, 
and through a career in that court and 
out of it, embracing questions of the 
widest importance to human rights, 
both of life, liberty and property, the 
chief justice has been the conspicuous 
figure in the jurispredence of this na- 
tion and perhaps not less conspicuous in 
respect of the jurisprudence of the whole 
world. His career is ended for this 
life. 


It has been touched in these four- 
teen years by no stain, by no reproach, 
by no fault or failing, either official or 
personal. Upright, brave, even-minded, 
impartial, 
patient, 
affectionate and 
kindly as a citisen, and in every walk of 
private life, he has filled his career with 
honor, great honor to himself and with 
infinite benefits to his country." 


After the appointment of the commit- 
tee, he said: 
"I now move that, as a 
further mark of respect, the senate do 
now adjourn till Monday next." It was 
agreed to. 


IN THE HOnSF. 


E. B. Taylor, of Ohio, said this mor^ 
ing in moving an adjournment: "It 
seems that the great office that was oc* 
cupied yesterday by Mr. Morrison B. 
Waiters vacant to day. It is second in 
dignity to none that I know of in the 
whole civilized world. 


It has been occupied by him for many 
years, with au ability, an industrv, a 
disposition to conscientiously discharge 
his whole duty in such a way that to* 
day the whole nation is mourning his 
decease." 


The house adjourned until to-mor- 
row.

AT OINOINNAH. 


CINCINNATI, March 
28.—President 
Goodale called the chamber of commrrce 
to order this afternoon and announced 
the death of Chief Justice Waite. 
He 
said although the deceased was not a 
member of this body, yet it was fitting 
that such announcement as tliis should 
be made, in consideration of the fact 
that the late chief justice ^as a distin- 
guished citizen of Ohio. On motion of 
Capt. C. M. Holloway, a committee of 
eleven was appointed to report a proper 
memorial. 


SKETCH OP HIS IIIPE. 


Morrison Bemich Waite, seventh chief 
justice of the United States, was bom 
in Lyme, Cor-a., Nov. 29, 1816. 
He 
graduated at Yale college in 1837, studi- 
ed law, and began to practice in Mau- 
mee City. Ohio. In 1849 he was 
member of the legislature, and in 1850 
he moved to Tol^o. 
He declined re- 
peated nominations to congress, and 
also a seat on the supreme bench of the 
stata 
In 1871-72 he was one of the 
counsel of the United States before the 
tribunal of arbitration at Geneva. 
In 
1878 he presided over the constitutional 
convention of Ohio. On Jan. 21, 1874, 
he became chief justice of the United 
States, which position he held up to the 
time of his death. 


The Tariff Bill. 


WABHINOTON, March 28.—Three more 
slight changes will be made in the tariff 
bill before it is finally ordered reported. 
One of these makes a slight increase in 
the duty on rice, and another puts the 
duty on mulls and tarletons at 40 per 
cent, instead of 25.

KENTUCKY'S AFFAIRS 


The Kentucky Democrats Demand A 
Full and Immediate lavestlffa^ 
tionofAII State Offleet. 


LomsvuiiiB, March 28.—This morn- 
ing the two houses of the Kentucky 
legislature suspended 
the rules and 
passed the resolution agreed upon at 
the democflktic cauous, calling for an im- 
mediate and full investigation of all the 
state offices. 
At a secret caucus of 
democratic members of the two houses a 
resolution was adopted 
directing the 
committee to call upon Governor Buck- 
ner and ask of him that he stop Auditor 
Hewitt from taking a further part in the 
investigation of Treasurer Tata's affairs 
and the status of the state treasury. 


This was done and the governor prom- 
ised the auditor should be kept from 
the treasurer's office. There waa no 
hesitation on the part of the assembled 
legislators in declaring that Auditor 
Hewitt's actions had impeded the in- 
vestigation of Treasurer Tate's accounts. 


AGAIN IN COUET. 


Bt. Rev. Bishop Dwengers's Famous 
Grave Tard Case Comes up 
for Settlement. 


The Lafayette Courier has this con- 
cerning Bt. Bev. Bishop Dwenger's suit 
for control of the Catholic cemeteries: 


Testerday morning, in the superior 
court, the papers were filed and the case 
of Joseph J. Dwenger and Edwin P. 
Walters 
vs. John 
Geary, 
William 
Folckemer and John Evans was re- 
docketed. 
The case as already noted, 
has been through the supreme court, 
where the decision of the lower courts in 
favor of the defendants was reversed. 
At the start the case was brought in the 
superior court, where the pl^ntiifo had 
requested a restraining order preventtng 
the burial of the body of Geary's son in 
the Catholic cemetery. The order was 
granted by Judge LaBue and the re- 
mains were interred temporarily at the 
Springvale vault. 


The case came up for trial before 
Judce LaBue, but the defendants filed 
an affidavit asking for a change of judge. 
Judge Suit, of Frankfort, was appointed 
and before him the defendants filed a 
demurrer to the complaint, which was 
sustained. The plaintiffs, by their attor- 
ney, J. F. McHugh, then asked leave to 
file an amended complaint, which 
w as 
afterwards done. 
On motion of the 
plaintiffs a venue was taken from Judge 
Suit, and Judge Babb, of WiUiamsport, 
was appointed to try the case. The de- 
fendants filed a demtirrer to the amend- 
ed ccmplaint, which brought up the en- 
tire question, and which was sustained 
by Judge Babb. 


The case was then appealed to the 
supreme court where sixtv days ago the 
decision was reversed and decided in 
favor of the plaintiffs. The supreme 
court holding that Judges Babb and 
Suit had erred in sustaining tbe de- 
murrer and that the bishop and pastor 
had control of the cemetery, under ^he 
circumstances under which it was de- 
cided and that they had a right to re- 
fuse to allow to be interred the remains 
ef a person dying outside the rules of 
the church and that no one could better 
determine such question than the pastor 
of the church; that the matter was a 
strictly ecclesiastical one and that the 
court had no right to interfere. 


Bv the rules of the supreme court the 
decision was not final until the end of 
sixty days, during which time papers 
for a rehearing could be filed. The six- 
ty days having elapsed, and no rehear- 
ing being asked, the decision is final and 
the case was redocketed. 
Meanwhile, 
after the decisions of Judges Babb and 
Suit had been rendered, the renAins 
were taken from Springvale and in 
terred in the Catholic cemetery, where 
they now lie. 
By the decision. Bishop 
Dwenger has the right to demand the 
removal of the remains, but as yet no 
word as to what action he will take in 
the matter has been received here.

To the Kdttor of The Sentinel. 


As you exacted a promise from me to 
give you an "item" concerQiDg tho 
golden wedding occasion that I am here 
to celebrate, I send herewith a brief 
sketch that may be read with Interest by 
old friends in Fort Ws^vne. 


In the spring of 1833, fifty-five years 
ago, Hugh McOulloch, a tall, athletic 
young man rode his horse to the north 
bank of the St. Mary's river at the ford- 
ing place, west of the BioominRdale 
bridge. Finding the river too high to 
cross without swimming the horse, ho 
hire^ a man to row him acrops, puttini? 
his saddle in th^ boat and 
Ie> ting hi» 
horse swim, while he held him by the 
bridle. 


Mounting again he rede >%ito Fort; 
Wayne, then a frontier trading poF^t de- 
scribed by him as "a mere dot of civili- 
zation in the heart of a magoificect wil- 
derness." A half clad, drunken Indian 
on horseback was the first object be saw 
as he rode up Columbia street to the 
old tavern that stood, I believe, near the 
present location of the DeWald store. 


Havinjg studied iaw in Boston and in 
Madison with Judge Sullivan, and been 
admitted to practice after an examiaa- 
tion by Judge Blackford, of Indianap- 
olis, he soon obtained some business, 
and for a short time served as judge of 
the common pleas court. 


His work as a lawyer was of short 
duration, for in the fall of 1835 the 
branch of the State Bank of Indiana 
wfls established and Hngh McCulloch 
was elected cashier. 
In 1836 he wa« 
elected a director and for twenty years

He became 
prepident of the Bank of the State ia 
1857; comptroller of the currency in 1863; 
secretary of the treasury in 1865; serv- 
ing a second time ia that position for a 
few months in President Arthur's cabi- 
net. 
In the year 1836, Miss Sn-^au 
Maria Man, in company with a Misa 
Hubbell, sister of M. W. Hubbell, came 
up the Maumee river, in a lof» pirosrue, 
to Fort Wayne to teach school. 
Here 
the frontier banker and school teacher 
met and in 1838 were married at Platti- 
burgh, N. T. 
Five children were born 
in Fort Wayne, two of whom died in 
early life, and the youngest daughter 
was bom in Washinisjton.

Report 
of Trustees 
of the 
Insane 
Hospitai. 


The forthcoming report of the trua 
tees of the Insane tiospital to the gover 
nor for the year 1887 will show a balanc 
of S52.26 remaining of the total revenue 
of $260,000. During the year ^U,994.- 
62 was expended for repairs. The nnm 
ber of patients treated in the twelve 
months was 2,285, with an average daily 
number of inmates of 1 568. Tho re- 
port slates that the "food and care of 
patients is as good as can be obtained,' 
and places the per capita cost to the 
state at $169.68. In 1886 the per capita 
was $160.02. but the greater expense of 
last year is explained by the increased 
cost of food. Of the 1,087 men treated, 
fifty-one died, and of the 1,198 women 
treated, thirty-three died. 
It will be 
remembered that an inmate died in the 
hospital last summer from the effects of 
scalding while in a bath, the attendant 
being absent at the moment. 
In the re- 
port to the governor this man's deat h is 
put down as caused by general paresis 
and it is a noticeable fact that five other 
deaths were caused by the si me disease. 
A gentleman who has given the report a 
close inspection, said this morning that 
the question he should be glad to have 
answered is, whether the term "general 
paresis" is used asaconveiiient cloak un- 
der which to hide the effects of abuse of 
patients, or whether it applies only to 
death from scalding?"

Her recolUiotion of 
General Washington was very vivid, in- 
cluding his farewell to the troops on 
Fort Hill, and subsequently his death. 
Mrs. Miller was well known by Mr. 
Geo. H. Judy and Mr. D. A. Woolford, 
of this city. The latter gentlemau gives 
us this item. 


Of Interest to DeUoanent Tax Payen. 


Attorn i'y General Jtfichener has ren- 
dered county auditors an opinion of in- 
terest to delinquent tax payers of the 
whole state. An act passed in 1883 re- 
quired oounty treasurers to list and ad- 
vertise .seperately all lands and lots 
which had been advertised for the §uo- 
cessive years prior to March 29, 1881, 
and remained unsold for want of bid- 
ders. If such lands and lota should not 
sell for cash at regular tax sales of 1884, 
this statute provided that they be for- 
feited to the state. 


Tho auditor, if the property remained 
unredeeuiCd, was empowered to execute 
the waaranty of tho state after two years 
:o purchasers at such special sale. 
The 
following is the opinion: 
"When land 
is sold for taxes under the act of 1883, 
nd the sale fails to satisfy the delin- 
quency, I am of the opinion 
t bat the 
amount due can be collected from the 
originai owner, if responsible. 
See sec- 
tion 6,449."

Another Big Nova Scotia Raft. 


A gentleman in the commercial business 
In this city recently received a letter from 
his correspondent . at Joggins, N. S., 
describing the second monster log raft 
which is being built at that place. The 
letter states the builder of the new raft is 
Hugh Robertson, who was the l)uilder of 
the lirst venture, which proved so un- 
fortunate. 


The new raft, which will be larger than 
the first one, is over 700 feet long, 68 feet 
wide and 84 feet deep. 
It will contain 
nearly oo.ooO logs. The flrst one con- 
tained 20,000 logs less. 


To overcome the proposed Dingley bill, 
four long spars liave been stuck upright 
on the timl>er, on which sails will be sup- 
ported. 
The natives have given it the 
sotxbriquet c»f the "timber ship." 


The cradle of the raft is all up, and it is 
thought 
I hat it will be ready for sea 
either by .June 1 or July 1. Nearly 100 
men and over fifty teams are employed in 
hauling logs from from the woods to the 
spot. 
At the time the letter was written 
there were n(;arly 5,000 logs ready to be 
made part of the monster. 
Twenty-five 
men are employed in building the large 
structure. 
When complete it will resem- 
ble a large cigar. A crew of eighteen men 
will have cliarge of the raft when it 
starts. 
They will live in a lo^i cabin, 
which will be well stocked withj)rovisions 
before they leave, so as to guard against 
starvation if they should be blown out of 
their cour.se.—New York World.

iiot concealed tliat, even if ((iiaiiiieil, he 
would have been rejected soh ly because 
of his inf:imous partisan defamation of 
gallant soldiers in lii.s late socech. 


Determined to retrieve his fallen condi-
